y gave it a passing glance until It was 
ut o£ debt, when 'hey suddenly re- 
nembeied that there was a clause in 
lie original charter which permitted 
he city at any time to take over-the 
lant by paying the Outstanding stock 
nd assuming the indebtedness of the 
lant. .'is there was no indebtedness 
nd tbe outstanding stock only a- 


mounts to about $18,000, this looked 


ke a lead pipe cinch, so they decided 
o take it over. 


Then they discovered that about 
:nee years ago they \iad made the 
nistake of their life time.

time the Electiic & Water Company 
sUed from the city a renewal of the 
hatter they were operating under, 
ut the city fathers did not see fit to 
lant it on account of some other 
nngs that had come up and had 
ome beaiing on the matter.

BOMB HURLED AS BARON HARD- 


INGE ENTERS CAPITA . 


Explosion Kills Native Attendant and 


Destroys Basket on Elephant's

Delhi, India, Dec 26—The viceroy 


and vicequeen of India, Baron and 
Baroness Hardmge, escaped assassin- 
ation as if by a miracle here Monday 
at the hands of a native fanatic when 
making their ceremonial entry into 
Delhi, the new imperial capital of In- 
dia. 


Three splinters of the 
powerful 


bomb, which Idlled one native attend- 
ant and injured another, penetrated 
the hack and shoulders of the \iceroy, 
and he was also wounded in the neck 
by the screws with which the bomb 
was filled and which passed through 
his helmet.

had been seated 
was blown into 


matchwood 
The umbrella bearer, 


who was killed, acted in the same 
capacity for Lord Curzon. The bomb 
thrower had not been caught.

ward of 10,000 rupees (approximately 
$3,300) has been offered for his ar- 
rest. 


The viceroy was making entry In 


state into Delhi as the last of the cer- 
emonies in connection with the trans- 
fer of the capital from Calcutta to 
Delhi. ' The splendid elephant

cession had just left the rail-way sta- 
tion, passing through Chandai Chewk, 
when the bomb was thrown 


The ceremonies were interrupted

two-thirds of both bouses shall deem 
it necessary, shall propose amend, 
ments to the Constitution." 


There are 96 members of the senate 


and 137 members of ihe, house. The 
senate adopted tho proposed amend- 
ment by 04 yess^and 24 nays, and seven 
not voting, ;one vacancy, existing. The 
house, adopted the proposed amend- 
ment by a vote of 233 yeas to 39 nays, 
five'responding present when -their 
names were called, 110. not voting, and 
five vacancies existing. Thus the sen-, 
ate gave the requisite two-thirds ma- 
jority, while the bouse did. not. The 
house' declared the. amendment adopt- 
ed on the ground 'that' two-thirds of 
those present and voting approved the 
amendment. 


A joint committee,of the legislature 


of Georgia in an-exhaustive report de- 
clared that the,.amendment ."did not 
receive two-thirds of each, house, and 
therefore, war*,not proposed to 'the 
states in the manner pointed out by 


the next Wisconsin legislature 
demand less ;md the people of. the 
state collectively'will ask rnqre pro- 
gressive legislation thanjn any prev-, 
lous session!

NEW LAW FULLY EXPLAINED

With the coming of the New Year 


the United States government -will fit- 
tsr into a new field of enterprise — 
the transmittal of merchandise by 
what is known as the parcel post. 
For years there has been a demand 
for such a 
system 
of 
inexpensive 


transmlttal of packages. The camps 
of favor and disfavor of the parcel 
J>o8t scheme have been about equally 
divided 
Finally at the last eessicrj 


of congress a bill -was passed which 
will put the plan into operation, but 
only it must be said in little more 
than an experimental way. 


It is the intention of Uncle Sam to 


move rather slowly in the parcel post 
matter 
He wants to find how popu- 


lar it will be, how much it will cost 
the government, and whether there fa 
to be a profit or loss at the end of 
•each year. 
If It is found that the 


T>lan is successful from the point of 
view of the people, which means the 
government also, the parcel post will 
be extended until finally it reaches 
the proportions which its proponents 
say they believe It is destined to as- 
sume. 


Zone System Explained. 


It is no exaggeration to say that 


thousands upon thousands of inquir- 
ies have been made of the postmaster 
general as to Just what the parcel 
post will mean to the people It;\vas 
the law of congress establishing the 
system which made provision for a 
division of the country Into zones 
and into 35.000 units which are to be 
used as centers in describing the cir- 
cles 'which mark the boundaries of 
the zones. There has been no clear 
understanding, apparently, 
of this 


zor.° system, but really it is a very 
simple matter. 


The accompanying map shows the 


country divided into zones from the 
unit 
in which Washington is sit- 


•nated, as the center 
Accompanying 


the map is a table showing the rate 
of postage per pound for parcels from 
Washington to pl.icee within all the 
zones. 


Each unit contains an area thirty 


miles square. 
Now each unit is a 


center from which 
the 
zones are 


drawn and so every unit In the coun- 
try no matter where it is situated will 
have zones drawn from it Just exactly 
as Washintr'on has them drawn from 
It. 
For instance, take Keokuk, la., 


which is in a unit in the fifth zone

a distinctive parcel post stamp and 
have attached to them the return card 
of the sender. A seriss of distinctive 
stamps is now in course of prepara- 
tion for this class of mail as required 
by the law creating the parcel post 
system. 
Consignments 
of 
these 


stamps will be ready for shipment to 
all postoffices in ample time for the 
establishment of the new system on 
New Year's day. 


The postoffice department has given 


instruction to every postmaster in the 
country to enlighten his patrons as 
much as possible on the general sub- 
ject of the parcel post and especially 
on the use of the special stamps and 
the necessary attachment of the re- 
turn card. The law requires that all 
fourth-class matter mailed a'ier Jan- 
uary 1, 1913, without parcel 
poet 


stamps attached shall be treated as 
"Held for postage" matter. 
Parcel 


post packages will be mailable only 
at postoffices, branch postoffices, let- 
tered and local named stations, and 
such numbered stations as may 'be 
designated by the postmasters. 


It has been announced by Postmas- 


ter General Hitchcock that nearly 70,- 
000 scales will be required for use in 
the parcel post system which is to go 
into effect January 1st. He has ac- 
cordingly authorized the issuance of 
bids for that number. Two hundred 
of the largest post-offices and their 
branches will be supplied with, auto- 
matic springless scales 
The n«ct 


class of offices, nunbcring about 10,- 
000. 
will be given high grade beam 


scale, while the 
it ur class 
offices, 


numbering about O'i.OOO, will be fur- 
nished with the best spring balances 
obtainable, each having a capacity for 
twenty pounds. These scales will be 
used by postmasters to determine the 
amount of postage required on parcel 
post packages. The fact tnat many 
of the postofflces of the country are 
now furnished with scales of a limited 
capacity makes it necessary for the 
postmaster general to make this v*sry 
large purchase of scales capable of 
taking care of the parcel post busi- 
ness. It is understood that this will 
be the largest single order ever placed 
for scales. 


Rate on Seeds Not Affected. 


Tt should be said that the act of 


congress which puts a parcel post plan 
into operation does not in any way 
affect the postage rate on seeds, cut- 
tings, bulbs, roots, scions and plants 
as fixed by section 4S2 of the postal 
laws and regulations.

The postmasters of the five largest 


offices in the country have already 
appeared before the

Pittsburg was represented as being a 
large first class office, though smaller 
than any of the greater five, and as 
being the center of a tremendous man- 
ufacturing area. The postmaster of 
Pittsburg reported that the board of 
trade of that city has a special parcel 
post 
committee, 
working 
toward 


bringing the consumer and producer 
nearer to each other by the new sys- 
tem. He also said that many of the 
merchants are planning to hare their 
city deliveries made by parce! post. 


Wilmington, Del., represented a 


large farming and manufacturing dis- 
trict, with its mail connections close 
with Philadelphia, one of the largest 
offices. Jacksonville is the largest of- 
fice in Florida, and the outlet for all 
the mail of the state. It is peculiar 
in having a special increase of force 
in winter, the tourist season, and the 
postmaster said that it was expected 
that travelers would use the parcel 
post extensively in sending home five 
and ten-pound packages of fruit 


Suffolk, Va., and Charlestown, W. 


Va., are both very small second class 
offices, one in the tide-water district, 
with large truck Interests; the other 
far inland in an orchard country, wHh 
diversified farm products. The post- 
masters of both offices reported great 
Interest in the parcel post, and said 
that they had continual Inquiries re- 
garding Its scope. 


Prom these postmasters the com- 


mittee was able to glean a great 
amount 
of 
valuable 
Information, 


which, added to that gained from the 
recent hearings in Maryland, puts it 
in a position to plan the details of the 
service to the greatest advantage of 
the producing farmer. 


NIAGARA MADE 
BY 
GLACIER 


Columbia River Was Dammed, and 


Had a Fa!! of Four Hundred Feet 


Over Great Cliffs. 


That ono of the greatest natural 


wonders in the world was lost with 
the melting of the Okanogan glacier 
in the .State of Washington, Is the 
opinion of government geologists, who 
recently have studied a portion of the 
river bed of the Columbia river in 
connection with the Grand coulee, the 
great canyon that at one time was 
the river bed. 


When the Columbia river flower 


through the Grand coulee it made Ni- 
agara insignificant 
by comparison. 


This grfat river plunged from the up- 
per to the lower valley in a sheer 
fall of 400 feet over great cliffs. 


Moses lake is believed to 
have 


been at one time part of an old chan- 
nel of the Columbia river. During the 
glscial period, recent, as time is meas- 
ured b ythe geologist, the valleys of 
the Northern Cascades and of the 
O'.-a-ogan highlands were filled with 
enormous glaciers, the 
largest 
of 


which reached the plains before they 
wers melted In the warmer air of 
the lower country. 


Tue greatest of these ice rivers of 


eastern Washington flowed down the 
Okanogon valley, which it filled to the 
depth of hundreds of feet. 


On reaching the Columbia river val- 


ley this glacier expanded and seems 
not only to have dammed the Colum- 
bia, but to have filled its great canyon 
for some distance. 


The southern limit of this great 


Okanogan glacier is marked by 
a 


terminal 
moraine 
many 
miles 
In 


width. The moraine is formed of dirt 
and rock material which was push- 
ed along or carried on its surface and 
stranded where the Ice melted, and it 
includes many huge blocks of basalt 
and other rocks. 


No more impressive scene, the ge- 


ologists say, can ba found in the Big 
Bend country than is presented by 
the great cliffs of black basalt below 
Coulee City, over which the Columbia 
once poured, but where now desert 
shrubs'"are growing in the ancient 
channel. 


Whan the glacier left the canyon of 


the Columbia and retreated up the 
Akanogan 
vallay 
the 
river 
re- 


sumed its former channel.—Indianap- 
olis News.

Postmaster General Issues Reg* 


illations Governing System. 


WHAT MAY BE SENT BY MAIL 


Give* American People Opportunity to 


Sand Firm and Factory Product* 


by Mall From and to Any 


Point In United State*. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock has 


juit approved the regulations which 
cover In detail the article* which may 
or may not be lent by parcel post 
These regulations are now being 
turned off at the government printing 
office on a "rush order" and thiiy will 
be distributed as rapidly as possible. 


The rule* as to what can be Rent 


and what cannot be sent and tbe in- 
structions for tbe preparation of mall- 
able article* with other "official ad- 
vice" are given here an they have Just 
been prepared by the postoffice de- 
partment in Washington. 


The minimum rate will be five cents 


for the first pound and three ce"nts for 
each additional pound to any point not 
exceeding fifty miles from the office of 
mailing; the local rate, which IB five 
cents for the first pound and one cent 
for additional pound, applies to all 
parcels the delivery of which doe* not 
involve their transportation on rail- 
way lines. 
The rates Increase for 


each successive one of the eight zones, 
the maximum rate being twelve cents 
a pound, which will carry a parcel 
across the continent or to any of our 
possessions. Parcels will be limited 
to eleven pounds in weight and six 
feet In length and girth combined. 


Mallable Perishable Articles. 


Butter, lard and perishable articles 


such as fish, fresh meats, 
dressed 


fowls, vegetables, fruits, berries and 
articles of a similar nature that decay 
quickly, when so packed or wrapped 
as to prevent damage to other mall 
matter, will be accepted for local de- 
livery either at the office of mailing or 
on any rural route starting therefrom 
"When inclosed in an inner cover and 
a strong outer cover of wood, met- 
al, heavy corrugated 
pasteboard or 


other suitable material and wrapped 
so 
that 
nothing 
can 
escape 


from the package, they will be ac- 
cepted for mailing to any offices with-*J 
in the first zone or within a radius of 
50 miles. Butter, lard, or any greasy 
or oily substance intended for deliv- 
ery at offices beyond the first zone 
must be suitably packed. Vegetables 
and fruit that do not decay quickly 
will be accepted for mailing to any 
zone if packed BO as to prevent dam- 
age to other mail matter. Eggs will be 
accepted for local delivery wien se- 
curely packed In a basket or other 
container. Eggs will be accepted for 
mailing regardless of distance when 
each egg la wrapped separately and 
packed In a container. 


There is no restriction on salted, 


dried, smoked or cured meats and 
other meat products, but fresh meat 
in any form will be transported only 
within the first zone. 


Parcels containing perishable arti- 


cles must be marked "PERISHABLE," 
and articles likely to spoil within the 
time reasonably required for trans- 
portation and delivery will not be ac- 
cepted for mailing. 


Manufactured Articles. 


Manufacturers or dealers Intending 


to transmit articles in considerable 
quantities are asked to submit to the 
postmaster for approval a specimen 
parcel showing the manner of pack- 
ing. 


When sharp pointed Instruments are 


offered for mailing, the points must be 
capped or encased. Blades must be 
bound so that they will remain at- 
tached1 to each other or within their 
handles or sockets. 


In'- Powders, pepper, snuff, or other 


similar powders not explosive, or any 
similar pulverized dry substance, not 
poisonous, may be sent when Inclosed 
in cases made of metal, wood or other 
material to render impossible the es- 
cape of any of the contents. 
Flour 


of all kinds must be put up in such 
manner as to prevent the package 
breaking or the flour being scattered 
in the mails. 


Queen Bees and Nursery Stock. 
Queen bees, live fsects, and dried 


reptiles may be mailed in accordance 
with the regulations that now apply to 
other classes of mall. 
» 


Seeds of fruit, nursery stock, and all 


other plant products for preparation 
may be mailed under tbe same con- 
ditions, 


Confectionery and Soap. 


Candies, confectionery, yeast cakes, 


soap in hard cakes, etc., must be in- 
closed in boxes and so wrapped-as to 
prevent injury to other mail mat- 
ter. 


Sealed original packages of propri- 


etary articles, such as soaps, tobacco, 
pills, tablets, etc., put r.p in fixed 
quantities by the manufacturer, and 
jiot in themselves anmailable, #;wni 
be accepted for mailing when properly 
wrapped. 


Millinery. 


Fragile articles, such as millinery, 


toys, musical instruments, etc., and ar- 
ticles consisting wholly or in part of 
glass, or contained in glass, must be 
securely packed and the parcel stamp- 
ed or labeled "FRAGILE." 


Unmailable Matter. 


The following matter IB declared un- 


mailable by law: 


Matter manifestly obgcen*, lewd, or 


lascivious; articles intended for pre- 
venting conception; articles intended 
for indecent or immoral purposes; all 
matter otherwise mailable by law, tbe 
outside cover or wrapper of which 
bears and delineation or language of 
a libelous, scurrilous, d&famatory, or 
threatening character. 
All such mat- 


ter, when dsposited in a post office or 
found in the mail*, shall be withdrawn 
and lent to the divisions of dead let- 
ters.

thereof. 


Undeliverable 
perishable 
matter 


which In Its nature doe* not become 
offensive or Injurious to health may 
be, delivered by postmasters to the 
proper local municipal authority to be 
distributed to hospitals, asylum* or 
other charitable or reformatory Insti- 
tutions. If there Is no such municipal 
authority, the matter may be deliver- 
ed to any charitable Institution or or- 
ganization making application there- 
for. 
If no application Is made, the 


matter will be destroyed at the ex- 
piration of two weeks. 


Parcels Improperly Packed. 


Postmasters will refuse to receive 


for mailing parcels not properly in- 
dorsed or packed for safe shipment 


When parcels on which the postage 


is wholly unpaid or Insufficiently pre- 
paid Is deposited for local 
delivery 


and the sender Is unknown, notice of 
detention need not be sent but such 
matter will be delivered and the defi- 
cient postage collected from the ad- 
dressee by the carrier. 
If tte ad- 


dressee refuses to pay the postage 
the matter will be sent to the Di- 
vision of Dead Letters. 


Insurance on Parcels. 


A mailable parcel on 
which the 


postage Is fully prepaid may be In- 
sured against loss in an amount equiv- 
alent to Its actual value, but not to 
exceed $50, on payment of a fee of 
ten cents in parcel post stamps, such 
stamps to be affixed. 


When a parcel is insured, the sen- 


der will be given a receipt showing 
the office and date ot mailing and 
number; of the parcel. 


When a return receipt is desired by 


tha sender ot an insured parcel the 
postmaster at the mailing office will 
note the request on tbe margin ot 
the insurance tag, and the postmaster 
at the office of address will obtain 
from the addressee a receipt and mall 
it to the sender. 


The liability for Indemnity shall 


cease when delivery has been effect- 
ed. 


Forwarding of Parcel*. 


Parcels may be remalled or for- 


warded on the payment of additional 
postage at the rate which would be 
chargeable If they were 
originally 


mailed at the 
forwarding office, In 


which case the necessary stamps will 
be affixed by the forwarding .postmas- 
ter. 
Payment must be made every 


time the parcel Is forwarded 


Preparation for Mailing. 


Parcels must be prepared for mall- 


ing in such manner that the contents 
can be easily examined. A parcel will 
not be accepted for mailing unless it 
bears the name and address of the 
Bender preceded by the word "From." 


In addition to the name and address 


of the sender, which is required, it 
will be permissible to write or print 
on the covering of a parcel, or on a 
tag or label attached to it, the occu- 
pation of the sender, and to indicate 
in a email space by means of marks, 
letters, numbers, names or other brief 
description, the character of the par- 
cel, but ample space must be left on 
the address side for the full address 
iri legible characters and for the ne- 
cessary postage stamps. 
Inscriptions 


such as "Merry Christmas," "Please 
do not open until Christmas," "Happy 
New Year," "With best wishes," and 
the like, may be placed on the cover- 
ing of the parcel in such manner as 
not to interfere with the address. 


Distinctive Stamps. 


The law requires that the postage 


on all matter must ba prepaid by 
distinctive parcel post stamps affixed. 
Postmasters cannot receive for mall- 
Ing parcels that do not bear such 
stamps. 


Parcel post stamps are not valid for 


the payment of postage on matter of 
the first, second, arj third classes, 
and when used for taat purpose, the 
matter to which they are affixed shall 
be treated as "Held for postage." 


Maps and Guides. 


Parcel post maps, with accompany- 


ing guides, are to bo sold to the pub- 
lic at their cost, 75 cents, through the 
chief clerk of the post office depart- 
ment. 
In 
ordering 
maps 
care 


should be taken to specify the post 
office from which the postage rates 
are to be determined.

To many it is still mor« Interesting as 
the i home of Walter Besant's Armorel. 
Early in the tenth century Athelstaii 
mtde a conquering expedition through 
Cornwall, and is said to have spied 
thnse isles from the high land at St.

Insurance on Parcels.

When a parcel is insured, the sen-

- Sealed original packages of propri- 
etary articles, such as soaps, tobacco, 
pills, tablets, etc., put up in fixed 
quantities by the manufacturer, and 
jnot in themselves unmailable, .-gw 
be accepted for mailing when properly 
wrapped.

Fragile articles, such as 'millinery,

delivery 


and the sender is unknown, notice o 
detention need not be sent but such 
matter will be delivered and tho defi 
cient postage collected from tho ad 
dressee by tho carrier. If the

dressee refuses to pay the postage 
the matter will be sent to the Di 
vision of Dead Letters. 


Insurance on Parcels. 


A mailable parcel on 
which th 


postage is fully prepaid may be in 
sured against loss In an amount equlv 
alent to its actual value, but not to 
exceed $50, on payment of a fee o 
:en cents in parcel post stamps, such 
stamps to be affixed. 


When a parcel is insured, the sen 


der will be given a receipt showing

will be permissible to write or print 
on the covering of a parcel, or on a 
tag or label attached to It, tho occu- 
pation, of the sender, and to Indicate 
in a email space by means of marks, 
letters, numbers, names or other brief 
description, the character of the par- 
cel, but ample space must be left on 
the address side for the full address 
in legible characters and for the ne- 
cessary postage stamps.

Distinctive Stamps. 


The law requires that the postage

stamps.

Parcel post maps, with accompany-

backward. The Lyonesse of romance 
extended to the southwest of Land's 
End, and was connected In race and 
legend with the.Leon of Brittany. As 
a matter of geology the tradition has 
no satisfactory basis, though there 
are traces of submerged forests in 
Mount's Day, and the old 
Cornish 


name of St. Michael's Mount repre 
sents that rock as having once stood 
in the center of woodland. In reality 
the islands are the last upheavals of 
that backbone'of granite which is so 
impressive on Dartmoor and which 
again .comes into notice on tho Bod- 
min Moors." True, ocean depths do not 
begin till far beyond the Islands, so 
that in its relation to tho great sub- 
marine platform Scllly may be con- 
sidered structurally attached to Brit- 
ain, 
as Britain Is to the Continent. 


Some portion of the vnnlsht?d region 
may have 
survived, 
adjoining 
the 


coasts of Mount's Bay, till the year 
1090, 
when, according to the Saxon 


chroncle, Lyonesse was destroyed In 
'a great tempest. 


When we come to the genuine his- 


tory of Scilly there are some interest- 
ing things to notice. The islands socni 
to] have been used as a penal settle- 
ment In Roman times; and in the sixth 
ceptury they gave a home to 
the 


Welch St. Samson, who became bish- 
op! of Do!, and who has left footprints 
In Guernsey as well as In Devon and 
Cornwall. The Islo of Samson Is now 
uninhabited, but' it may have had a 
fairly large population when the saint 
established an oratory here; there 
are many traces of early occupation. 
Tp many it is still more Interesting as 
tho home of Walter Besnnt's Armorel. 
Early in the tenth century Athelstan 
ma'de a conquering expedition through 
Cornwall, and is said to have spied 
these isles from the high land at St.. 
Buryan—the day must have been un- 
commonly clear. He vowed to build a 
church on the spot where he stood if

of ihe money power. Wa" 3treet w'ln 
its "powers" has no terror for him. 
He i<* uot a follower of the cult, too 
numerous in the public life of the past 
which wMspered in awe the Dames of 
bijf financiers and of big Wall street 
deals, ard stood aghast a1, the tetner 
jty of those who dared do other thaii 
tremble. 


At a banquet in New York the other 


evening (lov. Wilson talked on panics 
He said a panic was a mental condi- 
tion, tnat after a panic there was just 
as much money on hand as befor», 
and just as 
much value in those 


things which had any value at all 
They could be prevented by removing 
the mental cause—distrust. 


But as to created panics he had 


something else to say. He recalled 
that gome things have been said about 
the power of big interests to bring on 
a panic at will and their determina- 
tion to do so if they thought it neces- 
sory to scare the government into 
submission. To those who might have 
it in their power to create such a 
panic he paid his compliments—with 
teeth in them. 


Gov. Wilson promised that if while 


he was president any person or groups 
of persons undertook to create a panic 
for their own purposes he would ferret 
th:m out and "hang them a? high as 
Hainan," not on a gallows ot the kind 
used bv sheriffs, but on the gibbet o1 
publie opinion; he would so expose 
and show them up that they could 
not lift their heads again.

to his arm—and power! It is to be 
hopet1 he will do it and do it right. 


This statement was timely as il 


came not many hours before the test! 
mony before the "money trust" inves 
tigation showed how largely a few 
financial heads controlled the mone> 
bnsiness of the country, how simple i 
would be for those few heads to dis 
turb conditions and bring misery to 
millions. With such damaging facts 
before the people, and with a thria 
like th»t from a man who has rmide 
good on what threats he has utterrd 
it is entirely likely that cirsutnsfec 
tion will be used in the creation o 
panics.

Turnips for Milch Cow*. 


Some dairymen avoid feeding tur- 


nips to dairy cows although they are 
among the best milk-producing feeds. 
The principal objections are that they 
requite so much time and labor to cut 
and that they taint the cow's tnilk 
rendering it unfit for cheese or butter 
making 


During the past season I h.ive fed 


:urnips to dair> cows with very sat- 
sfactor> results. I give a liberal feed 
of turnips whet: the cows enter the 
Darn to be milked. The turnip* arc 
not cut, but the cows are allowed to 
eat all they can mar.ajje whole. What 
[hey leave in the manger are cut, to 
proper size before the next feeding-. The 
cows->oon learn to eat turnips of al- 
most any oi'/e. I was cautioned that 
they would bruise their gums and 
make their mouths sore, but as yet 
have observed no such results. 


To pi event taint of milk from feed- 


jug turnips, I exercise the following 
precautions: 
The stables are kept 


clean, for 1 have observed that manure 
has a much more offensive odor when 
turnips are fed than in ordinary feed- 
ing. The cows arc salted liberally to 
facilitate disposal of intestinal prod- 
ucts, and the stable is kept uell ven- 
tilated, especially at milking tune. 
This last precaution reduces the ooor. 
The cheese maker at the factory has 
told me frequently that lie has been 
unable to da*ect the slightest taint in 
the milk.—[Monroe Conklin, Jr , in 
Farm and Home.] 


Succesaful Dai-ying. 


The successful dairyman must set 


his mark high; it \\illnotdo forhim 
to be content with such a herd as hi* 
average neighbor possesses unless, in- 
deed, he is very fortunately located. 
But his purpose must be an intelligent 
one. 
He must associate with good 


dairymen and read good dairy litera 
ture. He shculd 
attend 
the fairs 


where dairy cows are exhibited. He 
should join a dairy association and 
,hould help organize a co-operati, 
breeders' association in his own com 
munity if one is not already in opera- 
tion. He should buy a few pure-bred 
cattle at least, even though he may 
have to pay well for them. 


Feeding 
problems 
that 
interest 


dairymen generally should receive his 
careful attention and he should ever 
keep his mind open to receive new 
ideas. He should get a Babcock tester 
and learn to use it. He must kno\\ 
what his cows are doing and this is 
the only practical way to find out. 
doing these things he will be keeping 
close to the successful man and this is 
the only safe way —[Farm aud Home.]

r*o flus, one on each into, Jn>t back of 
the bead. These (to* aid the flsh to 
some extent In swimming. They are 
umalt oars which the flrli feathers very 
beautifully and are*rf valut chiefly to 
preserve Its equilibrium. It Is with 
tbese flns that the ti»hj maintains Its 
horizontal position in fie water when 
not swimming. Without them the flsh 
would fltaad on Its bead. Sometimes a 
fish loses one or both of Its pectoral 
fins by dhease or by accident. A flsh 
without pectoral flns la la a bad way. 


While most flshes keen a horizontal 


position in the water when not iwim- 
mlng, there are flshes that do not. One 
of tbese fishes is the flleflsh, which 
when motionless suspends Itself in the 
water, bend downward, at an angle ot 
forty-five degrees or even nearer the 
perpendicular. 
A flleflsh kept In an 


aquarium which bad lost' both Its pec- 
otral flns tnfllned over backward past 
the perpendicular when motionless to 
about the same angle that It would 
have kept'in the other direction If its 
pectoral flus bad been Intact, so that 
when not in motion it seemed to be 
lying at an angle on Its back. 


In the same aquarium there was a 


imped bass weighing about • pound 
and a half, one of whose pectoral fins 
was attacked fit the tip by fungus, 
which gradually encrancBed upon it. 
Finally the diseased portions of the fin 
were cut off with a pair of slinrp 
shears, the cut being made within the 
sound part of the fln. At first the flsb 
was like a man in a boat pulling one 
long oar and one short one—Jt couldn't 
bold a course, put it soon accustomed 
Itself to its new condition, and there- 
after if got along very comfortably.

will cheat the players lay a series of 
tricks, too numerous to be explained 
here. When, however, a guileless 
stranger acts as banker, the croupier's 
role comes In; for, while he rakes in 
the money for the banker; •& portion of 
it disappears into his pockets in a 
manner which only the most expert 
eye can detect. 


For the benefit of the uninitiated I 


will explain 
the 
principles of the 


game: 


The players sit on the right and lett 


of the banker, who has several com- 
plete packs of cards in front of him. 
When the players have staked their 
money, the hanker deals one card to 
the right, one card to the left, and one 
to himself. He repeats this operation. 


One of the players on either side of 


the banker takes up the cards and 
plays them against the banker for his 
side of tho table. 


The object of the game Is to score 


nine—not more—or as near that num- 
ber as possible—with the two cards; 
a third card can be had if desired. 
Court-hards and tens are valueless. If 
the total of the spots comes to more 
than ten, ten must be deducted. 


If the banker's score is below that 


of the player's he loses; if above, he 
wins. 


Slowly the room began to fill, and 


toward half-past eleven a tall, thin 
man with a grayish beard and small 
piercing eyes came in; trom the de- 
scription given me I recognized the 
Vicomte de St. 
. He smoked a cig- 


arette, paying little attention to what 
went on at the table, where a banker, 
with only three hundred francs in the 
bank, was dealing his cards in a desul- 
tory fashion. 


All at once the vicomte's face bright- 


ened, and he went up with extended 
hands to some fashionably 
dressed 


men who had just entered. I guessed 
they were what in gambling-bourse 
parlance is called "Big Game." 
I 


then gave up my seat at the 
table, 


where I was too much In view, and 
stood behind the players, where I 
could watch everything. 


A bright-looking youth took 
the 


bank iar five thousand francs, and 
play began in real earnest. Somebody 
called "Banco" (staking all there Is 
in the bank), and the excitement rose 
to a high pitch. 


Thus far the vicomte had not joined 


in the game; at last, to my delight, I 
saw him take a bank, also for five 
thousand francs. 
He called for fresh 


cards. 


This call for fresh cards at such a 


time demands an explanation. In the 
gambling world it is well known that 
after the cards Imve been shuffled, 
cut, and placed in front of the banker, 
it is easy for the latter, by sleight of 
hand, to put a few prepared cards on 
the top that will give him two or 
three winning deals. If, therefore, the 
banker asks for fresh cards, the unin- 
itiated—and, unfortunately, they form 
the majority—suppose that no trick- 
ery is possible. I am sorry to have to 
disabuse them. 


The worst swindles are practiced 


with so-called new packs. 
1 say "*o- 


called," because 
in the 
directorial 


sanctum they have undergone a cuit- 
ous process. The pack is held over a 
steaming kettle, the wrapper skilfully 
removed, the cards taken out, arrang- 
ed to give the dealer the advantage, 
and again carefully replaced in the 
original wrapper. 


The study I had in former years 


been compelled to make of these prac- 
tices, now proved useful, and I moved 
behind the vicomte's chair so as not 
to lose one of his movements. 


Five new packs were brought in, 


and the croupier undid the four, leav- 
ing one on the mantleplece. He shuffled 
the four packs with a great deal of 
zest, yet so dexterously that their or- 
der was not changed. The man was 
a great expert in the "sham-shuffling" 
trick. 


Of all the people in the room I, 


certainly, was the most interested in 
the game, for I was playing for higher 
stakes than any of them—for a man's 
honor. 
Supposing 
these 
cards, 


brought on a tray, should not have 
Been tampered with: supposing the 
vicomte played a fair game, without 
any attempt at cheating; my whole 
combination fell to the ground, and I 
should have to invent another mode of 
attack.

And, by way of cu- 
riousity, I give below this extraord- 
inary series, from which it will be 
seen that, with the exception of two 
deal*, where banker and players have 
the same points, the former wins every 
coup. The players may cut as many 
times as they like; It will .not affect 
the game!*

Few people—even those in the nabit 


of risk ag- their money an fashionable 
clubs or in casinosi of -well-known :wa- 
tenng places—have „ a Temote idea, of 
the important post this official holds. 
"With a long flat, wooden scoop- 
something like a cricket-bat—he rakes 
in the'counters from the losers, and 
pays the winning side. 
In great clubs thesemen are careful- 


ly watehed to avoid any .trickery; bnt 
in: the" small gambling-dens their role 
is altogether a different -one. .When 
some one opens one 'of these dens, 
•which, being clubs, can *e raided only 
with difficulty, the croupier becomes 
h.is partner 
If the proprietor—always a profes- 


sional sharper—takes the bank, he 
will cheat the players nay a series of 
tricks, too numerous to be explained 
here. When, however, a 
guileless 


stranger acts as banker, the -croupier's 
•role comes :in; for, while he rakes in 
the money for the.banker: a portion of 
it' disappears' into ' his T>ockets in a 
manner which only the most expert 
;eye can detect. 
For .the benefit of the .uninitiated I 


-will explain 
the 
principles of tlie 


game: 
. 
;. The .players sit on the right and left 
of the. banker, who has several com- 
plete -packs of cards in front of him. 
When the players have staked their 
.money, the banker deals one card to 
th'e'right, one card to the left, and one 
to himself. He repeats this operation. 


One .of the players on either side of 


:lne • banker . takes up the cards and 
.'plays them against the banker for his 
•side of the table. 


The object of the game Is to score 


nine—not more—or as near that num- 
'ber as possible—with the two' cards; 
a third card can be had if desired. 
Court-hards and tens are valueless. If 
the total of the spots comes, to more 
tb-an ten, ten must be deducted. 


If the banker's score is below that 


of.the player's he loses; if above, he 
wins. 
. 
: 


Slowly the room began to fill, and 


toward half-past eleven a tall, thin 
man with a grayish beard and small 
piercing- eyes came in; trom the de- 
scriptibn given me I recognized the 
Vicomte de St.- 
. He smokedji cig- 


.arette, paying little attention to" what 
went on at the table, where a banker, 
with only three hundred francs in the 
bank, was dealing his cards in a desul- 
tory fashion. 


All at once the vieomte's face bright; 


ened, and he went up with extended 
hands to some fashionably 
dressed 


men who had just entered. I guessed 
they were, what in gambling-hourse 
parlance is called "Big Game." 
I 


then gave up my seat at the 
table, 


where I was too much in view, and 
stood behind the players, where I 
could watch everything. 


- A bright-looking youth 
took 
the 


bank for five thousand -francs, and 
play began in'real earnest. Somebody 
called "Banco" (staking all there is 
in the bank),.and the excitement rose 
to a high pitch. 


Thus, far the vicomte had not joined 


in the game; at last, to rny delight, I 
saw him take a bank, also for five 
thousand francs. 
He called for fresh 


cards. 


This call for fresi cards at such a 


time demands an explanation. In the 
gambling world it is well known that 
after the cards have been 
shuffled, 


cut, and placed in front ot the banker, 
it is easy for the latter, by sleight of 
hand, to put a few prepared cards on 
the top that will give him two or 
three winning-deals. ' If, therefore, the 
banker'-asks for fresh cards, the unin- 
itiated—and, unfortunately, they form 
the majority—suppose that no trick- 
ery is'possible. I am sorry to have to 
disabuse them. 


.The worst swindles are practiced 


with so-called new packs. I say "so- 
called," because 
in the 
directorial 


sanctum they have undergone a cuil- 
ous process. The pack is held over a 
steaming kettle, the wrapper skjlfully 
removed, the cards taken out, arrang- 
ed to give the dealer the advantage, 
and again carefully replaced in the 
original wrapper. 


The study I had in former years 


been compelled to make of these prac- 
tices, -now proved useful, and I moved 
behind the vicomte's chair so as not 
to lose one of his movements. 


Five new packs were brought in, 


arid the croupier undid the four, leav- 
ing one on the mantlepiece. He shuffled 
the four packs with a great deal of 
zest, yet so dexterously that their or- 
der was not changed. The man was 


great, expert in the "sham-shuffling" 


trick. 


Of all the people in the room I, 


certainly, was the most interested in 
the game, for I was playing, for-higher 
stakes than any of them—^for a man's 
honor. 
Supposing 
these 
cards, 


brought on a tray, should not have 
been tampered with: supposing the 
vicomte played a fair game, without 
any attempt at cheating; my whole 
combination fell to the ground, and I 
should have to invent another mode of 
attack.

And, by way of cu- 
riousity,; I . give : below this extraord- 
inary series, from which it will be 
seen that, with the exception of two 
deal*, where banker and players have 
the same points, the former wins every 
coup. The players may cut as many 
times as they like; it will ^not affect
